experience as governor of

have driven tiome to him the truth of this dictum. 
The rights of the states are being gradually ab­ 
sorbed by the increasing tendency of Congress to 
enact measures, especially those of a paternal 
istic nature, that are not particularly demanded 
by the national welfare, and which each state 
is capable of handling for itself. Although there 
may be a theoretical efficiency of government 
through uniform laws, yet uniformity is not the 
summun bonum of either government or man­ 
kind. The federal government is justified in en­ 
acting laws of this nature only when the states 
have persistently refused to do so, to the extent 
of injuring the general welfare. 
That very sel­ 


dom, if ever, has happened. 
Yet acceptance of the privilege of state's rights 
carries with it a responsibility on the part of the 
states. 
This the*President outlines as follows: 
“Throughout our whole nation there is an irre­ 
sistible urge for the maintenance of the highest 
possible standards of government 
and 
society. 
Unless this, sentiment is deeded and observed by 
appropriate state action, there is always grave 
danger of encroachment upon the states, by ..the 
national government. But it must always be real- 
izeá that such encroachment is a hazardous un 
dert^king and should be adopted only as a last 
resort. The true course to be followed is the 
maintenance of the integrity of each 
state by 
ocal laws and social customs which will place it 
in comparative harmony with all the others.” 
There may be cases, moreover, in which 
a 
state finds itself untouched by federal law, as in 
Alabama in respect to the eighteenth amendment. 
Practically all other states find their sovereignty 
invaded to some extent by this law ; but Alabama, 
having anticipated the national government 
in 
establishing prohibition, and having enacted pro­ 
hibition statutes more drastic in 
every respect 
than the Volstead act, can logically feel no fed­ 
eral constraint 
in 
this 
regard. 
This 
unique 
status of Alabama with relation to federal prohi­ 
bition indicates that the question, after all, is a 
comparative one. If a state is sufficiently abreast 
of the times and tfielulvance of civilization, it 
need have little fear of its rights being invaded 
by the leisurely development of federal legisla­ 
tion. Pressure for the enactment of federal laws 
Usually follows failure to get legislatures to act.
